With he most acute susceptibility of feel- 
iny, she saw lerse!f not only sunk from afflu.

daagh'e a comsumption; and her 
guerdian soa a prey to melancholy, from a re. 
flection of her sadlerings, and His Own incapa- 
bit of r moving then; and trom being per- 
pewaily harassed, and hourly liable to impri- 
sonment, for debts he had contracted fron fil- 
ial sul'citade, ia the desperate moment of ne- 
cessity ; add tober misfor uae, that she had 
jong laboured onder a derangement of health, 
which her phisicians had pronounced incura- 
ble; and then let imagination supply an ap- 
propriate climax to her distress —a climax re- 
maius—she sow her husband, a colonel, ia the 
armsof ano'her, rolling in luxury and dend ng 
every represen'auen private rumour gave fim 
ofher situation, and that of his legitimate chil 
dren; while, with pride be dispiaved to the 
World a spurious offspring, who just.tied bis 
recommendation by the most abandoned pro- 
figacy. 

Yet under all these calamities, Mes. Fisz- 
Coarles appeared perfectly resigned ; she smi- 
led with contempt on one part of the world, 
Med on the other with pity; with all her defi. 
ieacies of comfort, herself was really the 
werce of support to the spirits of her children, 
thevold no one her wrongs, and disdained to 
opply for relief to theinhuman author of them 
aod whenever the hitle circle, whons acci- 
deat, curiosity, or sympathy, (few indeed of 
the last!) drew around her, «reprobated his 
oceedings, they were astomsted to find in 
a generous paliater of bis crimes, and an 
Mdent implorer for his felicity.

Emma Fiiz-Charles gave evident signs of 
fast approaching dissolution ; she was scurcely 
able to attend ber needle; and thus @ great 
part of the income ofthis fittie family of suf- 
ferers bad fated, when one evening, as they 
Were sitting commenting upoa their fate, a 
loud rep as woe door of weir lodgrags, reused 
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them from a mourafal reverie. A letter was 
brought to Henry, and their hearts palpiated 
with ten thousaod solicitudes and apprehen- 
sions whale he opened iti—it was an order for 
him to join his regiment immediately, and re- 
pair to the continent !

Henry 
as briefly as he could, with a tear, told him 
the predicameut of the family, and implored 
his relief; he would have turned on his heel, 
but Heary arrested his arm; their mutual per- 
turbation attracted the notiie of a group of 
oflicers near, aad the Coluael stung to the 
quick at being observed in a reneontse whose 
explination he dreaded, ahd determined to

I will avod the recital of a new scene of 
woe—the extreme of which subsiding, Mrs 
Fuz-Charles wrote memorials of his case. and 
a plain narrative of the duel, as she learned it 
ot Henvy, to several of the nobiity and gene- 
ral officers, with whom she bad been tn the 
habit of associating ; she sent it «#lso to the 
pubite prints; and left oo stone unturned to

sofien the fate of her unhappy son, who look- 
ed forward to his trial without hope ; and an- 
ucipated the sentence of the puricide with sie 
lent resignation. ; 
The aelancholy story became now uniyer- 








sally known, and the world readily joined in 
comiserating flenry ; and the death of Emma, 
which happened ia conseqsence of too severe 
a shock received from the event of the duel, 
being publicly notified, increased the disposi - 
tion of inveterate ceasare universally cherish- 
ed against the memory of the depsaved father, 
and interested every one more firmly in Hea- 
ry’s welfare. 

The trial came—and never was a scene 
more affecting. Henry was in mourning, and 
the moment he was placed at the bar, an ineffa- 
ble murmur of sympathy rao thro’ the whole 
court: Indeed his figore was peculiafly inte- 
resting ; and the ingenuous sorrow depicted 
ian his countenance, together with the modest 
traits of manly resignation evident im his 
whole deportment, would have irresistatyly bi- 
assed any one in his favour, had they been eo- 
tirely ana¢guainted with the circumstances for 
which he was to stand trial. 

Heary had once determined to plead guilty, 
but was dissuaded from it on the idea of its be- 
ing a species of suicide, while there was a pre- 
sumption tentamount toa certainty of his ac- 
quittal; upon being arraigned, therefore, he 
pleaded “ Not guilty,” The witnesses were 
examined, and their collective evidence went 
palpably to prove that the meeting between 
the Coionel and him was purely accidental, 
and that the latter inflicted the death-wound 
of the former, through the accidental ntcessi- 
ty of self-defence. Witnesses were then call. 
ed tu his character; and to the agowizing a- 
ston sh vent of the court, his mother presented 
herself, bathed io tears, and scarcely capable 
of ariiculuwon. Henry beheld ber with an a- 
gitation most visibly poigusat; and after a 
few strugcles wath grief that almost choaked 
her, her arix ety for her soa"s safety pradeced 
an effor, overcame ber coovelsive 
transports, she bepan with apologizing to the 
cour, for her appearance, ‘‘ bat the situation 
of a son from whom she aod her danghter had 
receswed sach eocommeon form instane 
ces of cut fel aflecuon, ov creame with her eve- 
ry other conaderatioa, and’ —she could pro- 
er, but faisted, a ‘us COnVeye 
ed from the court, amid (he sympathiziag tears 
of huudreds, 

livary was now obliged to be supported, 
and being called upon lor his defence, could 
bot speak.— Tbe foreman of the jury, hower. 
er, risng, declared they were al convince] 
thai (ue Colonel bad drawn his fate upon ime 
self; that Heury’s was an act of necessity ;— 
and that, es envy itseif could never have the 
audacity to impute milice prepense against a 
father, thong! an unjust one, to a disposition se 
indubitably dutifol as bs, he thought it bis 
duty, without giv.og the court farther trouble, 
or the feciings of tue pisooer farther pain, te 
pronounce him * Not guilty!” 

Thus honovrably acquiced, Heary was re- 
stored to liberty, but nut to peace ; the idea ot 
having deprived a father of bis existence, was 
too much fora mind like his to support, and 
he feil a victim to remorse ; but oot ull be bad 
seen the estates of the Co'oarl (through the ins 
terference of the Chauccller, after reserving a

Thus was a family calculated to be an ornament to 
the country brought to their untimely graves threugh 
Uie enormity of one of its members!

justice of an eternal Providence, that the innocent 

should be involved in the punishment efthe guilty ” 

1 shall only reply, that till finite shail be able to 
fathom it te, man must inevitably err in caloula 
ting the proportions of good and evil, and it the 
moral shall prove as comprehensive im ¢ flect as in 
application, I shall be happy in having recorded an- 
ecdotes, which though above a century anda half 
eld, possess a locality of nature which will always
